UNIFORM DIVORCE LAWS. 

Diverce is sometimes an evil and 
sometimes the remedy of an evil. But 
the discrepancies between the divorce 
lawa of the ferty-cight States are so 
great that they are usually regarded 
ag @ ecandal, and there has jong heen 
tale of the desirability of\ a Federal 
divorve law, Dr. Mannie, in a Len- 
ten sermon, repeats the demand. But 
what kind of a divorce law? Would 
it be a law which forbids diverce, as 
in South Carolina, a law which grants 
diverce fer a single cause, as in New 
York, er a statute which would be 
called more liberal by some and more 
lax by others? 

The question is an old one, but- it 
has new interest because of the paral- 
lel with a recently enacted Federal 
statute. Many observers, native and 
foreign, have ascribed a considerable 
part of the credit for the success of a 
republican form of government over 
such a large area as the United 
States to the Federal principle. Nat 
only were matters of local interest 
left to the States, but there some 
opportunity for the legal enactment 
of lecal differences of opinion. In 
some States publie sentiment de- 
manded liberal divorce laws; in othéts 
the preference was for close restric- 
tions. The variety of the State laws 
sometimes catised inconvenient situa- 
tions, in which 4 man legally married 
in ene Btate was a bigamigt in an- 
other, and their wide divergence was 
not pleasant to contemplate; but they 
did permit local option according to 
local shades of sentiment. 

However, @ great many people re- 
gard divorce not as a social] but as 
& moral question. Just so did @ great 
many people regard the use of alco- 
holic liquors. The Eighteenth Amend- 
ment refused to communities the right 
to live in thelr own way and enforced 
the views prevailing elsewhere. Be- 
fore long we may haye the Nineteenth 
Amendment, which shall ignore equally 
wide differences in local conditions 
and refuse to permit any State to 
recognize local difficulties in its fran- 
chise laws. The tendency of ‘the 
time is all away from State rights on 
anything; and it is far from impos- 
sible that the need for a uniform Fed- 
etal divorces law could be made a 
moral issue, like prohibition, and car- 
ried to victory, like prohibition. if 
the analogy with prohibition held all 
the way through, the Twentieth 
Atiendment fyould not merely em- 
power Congress to legislate on divoree, 
but would write into the Constitution 
absolute prohibition of divorce ° for 
any cause. ieee

Details of the removal of a tumor from 
General Leonard Wood's brain at Johns 
Hopkins University Hospital ten years 
ago, and an- account: of the accident 
which caused the growth and a resulting 
stiffness of his left foot, were given 
yesterday by Dr. Alexander Lambert of 
“43 East Seventy-second Street at a meet- 
ing of the Women’s Department of the 
Leonard W60d Campaign Committee at 
the home of Mrs. Douglas Robinson, 9 
Hast.Sixty-third Street. | 

Dr. ~ Lambert, who was Theodore 
Roosevelt's physician and is a friend of 
General Wood, said he made his state- 
ment to refute an: unfounded report that 
General Wood had had a stroke of some 
‘kind or that his ‘' brain was affected."’ 
This report, he said, had gained wide 
circulation recently, presumably because 
of rumors spread by political opponents. 
Dr. Lambert said that while General 
Wood was administrator of Cuba he rose 
\suddenly from his desk one day and hit 
his head against a chandelier. <A stiff-" 
ness of the left fogt developed, and sev- 
eral years later he went to Johns Hop- 
kins for’an operation. Dr. Lambert read 
a letter from Dr. Harvey Cushing of 
Boston who performed the operation. 
The letter ran: 

‘* The operation disclosed a cyst at the 
foot centre of the right. hemisphere of 
the brain. It was a benign .(non-malig- 
nant) tumor: The.‘stiffness and awk- 


wardness ofthe left foot, which existed 
before the operation, will be permanen nt.
